Woman Is 
Killed In 
Idaho Feud 


Ancient Quarrel B r i n g s 


Tragedy When Man Goes 
Gunning for Two Families 


Twin Falls, Idaho— (XP)—A three- 


family feud over ownership of a road 
—a feud born so many years ago 
that the original cause has been al- 
most forgotten—came 
to a swift 


tragic climax Thursday when "W. O. 
Tharp, a 45-year-old dairyman, went 
over to Charley Bowen's house, gun- 
ning. 


Mrs. Bowen was shot and killed in 


her own front yard. The first bullet 
broke her leg and she crawled to- 
ward the slight protection that a 
fence offered. 
It was there that 


two more bullets were fired into her 
body, killing her. 


The woman's husband ran to her 


aid and was wounded as he grappled 
with Tharp, the police report said. 
During the hand-to-hand fight be- 
tween the two men, Waleta, 14-year- 
old daughter of the Bowens, picked 
up the weapon with which her mo- 
ther had been shot down and struck 
Tharp over the head. 


GOES TO ANOTHER HOME 


The blow did 
not 
incapacitate 


Tharp, police were told, and with 
Bowen helpless because 
of 
his 


wound, Tharp ran to his automobile 
and drove down the road toward the 
home of Harry Rose, head of the 
third family involved In the feud. 


At the Rose home it was again 


the woman of the house who met 
Tharp. Mrs. Rose, however, was 
armed and poured the charre of a 
shotgun into the Tharp car. Tharp 
was uninjured and shortly afterward 
arrested. 


The immediate cause of the shoot- 


ing, police investigation showed, re- 
volved about the children of 
the 


Rose and Bowen families. 
Waleta 


Bowen and the six Rose children 
had been attacked, according to the 
stories told officers, by Tharp and his 
two sons, 12 and 14 years old. The 
Rose children were all under 12 
years of age. The stories were that 
Tharp struck the Bowe* girl with a 
club, beating her severely.

France to testify in litigation arising 
from the famous lease of the Teapot 
Dome naval oil reserve, has prevent- 
ed the government temporarily from 
bringing suit for the collection of 
more than eight million dollars al- 
leged to'be due in unpaid income 
taxes. 


When Blackmer failed to appear 


for the criminal conspiracy t.-ials 
of Harry F. Sinclair and Albert B. 
Fall, federal agents looked into his 
income tax returns for the years 
from 1916 to 1923. 
Upon the basis 


of their findings he was indicted for 
irregularities and the sum of $8.- 
498,935 was assessed 
against him. 


Extradition proceedings were in- 
stituted which have not 
yet been 


passed upon by the Fiench courts 
In addition he was cited for con- 
tempt of court for his failure to ap- 
pear in the conspiracy actions. 


BLOCK U. S. ACTION

the car ahead of the colonel who 
followed. As he did so a man near- 
by pulled a 38 calibre revolver and 
flred. The bullet struck Col. Roo- 
sevelt In the chest. As the man fired 
Martin hurled himself at him. and 
Adam Bitner a spectator struck his 
arm. 
The man who later gave his 


name as John Schrank. 
of New 


Tork city was seized and there were 
cries of "lynrh him." 
Four police- 


men saved the man from the crowd, 
forming a wedge and took him into 
a hotel and out of the rear door. 


Minimizing the extent of his in- 


juries. Col. Roosevelt finally sub- 
mitted to an emergency dressing and 
then proceeded to the Auditorium.

*>f Nations meeting at Geneva served 
the real cause of international peace 


• -when he condemned the endless bick- 


erings of other powers over security 
and the ineffectual methods so far em- 
ployed to achieve disarmament. His 
-criticisms were aimed principally 
at 


Great Britain and France, which have 
refused to approve a specific plan for 
the calling of a general disarmament 
conference, the movement 'for which 
has been pending for some two years. 
The best that was offered at the meet- 
ing was a promise to convoke a pre- 
paratory 
commission not later than 


the first of next year. If this commis- 
sion can agree on a basis for the dis- 
cussion of general disarmament, a con- 
ference may take place. The United 
States has indicated that it will not 
have anything to do with such ^ con- 
ference if the private understanding 
between Great Britain and France over 
naval armament is to^stand and can- 
not be modified in a joint internation- 
al understanding. 


The foremost duty of the League of 


Nations is to bring about general dis- 
.armament. It has accomplished a great 
deal toward diplomatic understanding 
.and security treaties, but it has done 
•nothing as yet for the reduction of nav- 
.al and land armament. '"This is the 
. next'great step that, must:'fee taken if 
treaties like the Locarno and Kellogg 
pacts are to have a definite and vital 
meaning. No nation can take an ab- 
solute stand on its naval and military 
requirements if there is to be general 
and wholesale disarmament. 
The 


whole question is relative. There may 
be a minimum beyond which they 
would not care to go, but that mini- 
mum is far below present armed 
strength. All of the great powers can 
consistently and with perfect safety 
reduce their military establishments 
ieavily and that is what they should 
do. Furthermore, it is inconsistent 
with 
the 
moral pretenses 
of the 


League of Nations covenant to re- 
fuse to disarm, and it is unfair to Ger- 
many and other nations upon which 
restrictions amounting to disarmament 
have been imposed. Back of the whole 
question lies the motives and inten- 
tions of the principals. 
If these are 


peaceful general disarmament must 
come, and it cannot be delayed much 
longer without endangering the peace 
movement 


HOOVER AS AN ECONOMIST 
Efforts of certain politicians to make 


it appear that Herbert Hoover is un- 
fair to' the farmer are childish, but like 
some of the ulterior statements and 
insinuations about Gov. Smith, they 
are to be expected as a part of the ex- 
treme to which even- campaign goes. 


Laying aside the fact that the rec- 


ord shows that Mr. Hoover had no 
part in the fixing of wheat prices under 
the food administration and that he is 
a close and intelligent student of ag- 
riculture, what possible motive could 
a man in his position have in injuring 
the farmer?

INCREASING THE BUILDING 


HEIGHT 


The council ordinance committee 


will conduct a hearing in the city hall 
this evening on a proposal to amend a 
charter ordinance of the city to in- 
crease the height limit of buildings 
from 90 feet to 125 feet. The immediate 
purpose of this amendment is to per- 
mit construction of a ten story office 
and store building by Irving Zuelke to 
replace a structure destroyed by fire 
last winter. 


There "can be no valid objection to 


the proposed amendment. A building 
125 feet high fronting on a street 120 
feet wide cannot be a menace to, 
health or traffic any way it is looked 
at. If our streets were narrow and din- 
gy there might be some reason for op- 
posing buildings of that height 
but 


our forefathers who planned this city, 
consciously or unconsciously, laid out 
streets sufficiently wide to accommo- 
date the traffic pouring out of build- 
ings much higher than the one pro- 
posed by Mr. Zuelke. 


Cities all around us are permitting 


the erection of buildings ten stories 
high and they are welcomed by 
the 


citizens and the businessmen as com- 
munity assets. High buildings are defi- 
nite community advertisements and, 
far from detracting from the attrac- 
tiveness of, a city, add much to it. The 
concentration of a large number of 
offices and enterprises in a large build- 
ing has the tendency of improving that 
portion of the city from a business 
standpoint and -there is sufficient ad- 
vertising value in a tall building to at- 
tract shoppers and visitors to the city. 


If Appleton is to remain active and 


attractive its people must give their 
encouragement to projects like the one 
contemplated by Mr. Zuelke. Opposi- 
tion to the proposed amendment, we 
believe, will be a definite movement 
opposed to the growth and progress of 
Appleton.

MRS. WILLEBRANDT'S 


PRIVILEGE 


•' 'Mrs. Mabel Willebrandt's opposi- 
tion to ,Gov. Smith on the prohibition 
question is her right and privilege. It 
is the right of any person to take part 
in a political campaign. It is not right, 
however, for her to use prohibition as 
a cloak -for religious opposition. She 
denies that her opposition is religious, 
but when she appeals to the Methodist 
church to go out and fight Smith as a 
religious organization, whether on pro- 
hibition or any other issue, that is in- 
jecting the-church into politics. Our 
governmental system is founded 
on 


the doctrine of entire separation of 
church and state. The church has no 
place in politics, and if it attempts to 
usurp a place it will find that its action 
reacts to its damage and to the injury 
of its beneficiaries. 


When Mrs. Willebrandt leaves out 


the church appeal and assails Gov. 
Smith as a nullificationist because of 
New York's repeal of the state en- 
forcement act, and charges that the ef- 
fects of his policies have been to en- 
courage disregard of the constitution 
and the law, she is on different ground. 
Gov. Smith's course has aroused sharp 
differences of opinion, and it is as 
much the privilege of any person to 
oppose his policy as to support it. He 
differs with his own party over the 
ISth amendment. 
But Mrs. Wille- 


brandt and others should keep the 
church out of the controversy. She is 
attempting to impose upon religion a 
destructive attitude. It is not the part 
of the church to interfere in the elec- 
tion. It is decidedly not its part.

TIWKK KINDS OF ITCH 


I/ike salve, rheumatiz and smokinu tobacco, 


toe Itch comes In three forniK, namely, pocket 
or trial slice, household size and hospital si/e. 
You saves your money and tries your luck. 
Whichever type or kind you happen to have, it 
is easily the worst of all known types while 
you have It. and especially in reference to the de- 
gree of itching you suffer. In order to compli- 
cate the situation thoroughly at the outset let 
us here define the three varieties Indigenous in 
America: 


1. Ground Itch, toe itch, dew itch, hookworm 


dermatitis, the form of toe itch produced by the 
Invasion of the skin of the feet by the larvae of 
hookworm, prevalent in the polluted soil of many 
of the more primitive southern regions and some 
times encountered in -northern states. The pen- 
etration of the boft skin between the toes by 
the larvae, and the bacteria they carry with 
them, produces an inflammation 
of the 
skin 


(dermatitis) with vesicles, papules and pustules, 
considerable swelling-, and violent itching. This 
lasts six or eteht weeks. This type of toe itch 
represents the first stage of hookworm disease in 
the majority of cases; thoutrh the larvae may be 
taken into the body in polluted food or drink 
or from unclean flnccrs in some cases. 
The 


moral 
Is never to co barefoot in hookworm 


country. 


2. The scond type of toe itch is apparently 


on the increase, or at least I receive many more 
complaints about it now than in former years. 
This is a kind of ringworm of the skin of the 
feet, particularly the soft skin between the toes, 
and the parasite is readily spread from one per- 
son to another In or about swimming pools, the 
gymnasium floor.- the bathhouse mats or where- 
ever people walk about barefoot. The tricophy- 
ton or parasite is carried in particles of skin 
from one foot to the next foot that treads the 
spot. In this ringworm infestation .of the skin 
the main characteristics are peeling of skin, 
little blisters or papuples. ami constant itching, 
especially between the toes. Again the moral is. 
wear your boots when you patronize a swim- 
mine1 pool or gymnasium or oriental bath joint. 


3. Being at the moment without any kind of 


toe itch I can say without prejudice that you 
now know the worst and the worse. But the 
third and last kind Is bad. I do admit, though 
that is all I admit. This third variety is a wee 
bit vasne—I am not at all sure it exists, but I 
testify to my best knowledge or belief. It is, like 
:he other two kinds, mainly a 'tween toes af- 
'air. It is invariably, associated with excessive 
sweating and maceration of the skin. Sometimes 
here is a crop of little blisters. It is usually 
accompanied by more or less cracking of the 
skin and some peeling. There is no noticeable 
swelling and 
little if any pustule or papule 


formation. But, oh. girls, how it can itch when 
one is unable to cet at it! The cause of this 
vareity of toe itch—well, why bring- that up? The 
moral, however, is more satisfactory, at least 
o my mind. Always go barefoot when you set 
he chance. For the" excessive sweating of the 
feet is generally if not invariably due to fpot- 
wear. 


That disposes of the subject of toe itch, except 


from thp trifling question of a remedy. I am 
f oing to be unscientific but kind, you must con- 
cede, and give one remedy for all three forms of 
toe. itch. The remedy is known as Whitefield's 
ointment—not a proprietary preparation/but an 
ointment any 'druggist will make up on order. 
[t consists of six (6) parts of salicylic acid, 
twelve 
(12) parts of benzole acid, in enough 


petrolatum 
(petroleum jelly, vaselin) to make 


LOO parts. Grease the surface with this once 
a day for several days. The best time to apply 
the ointment is at night, and do not cover the 
Feet for an hour afterward.

Washington, D. C. — The sinking 


of the battleship Maine affected the 
destiny of a people on a small is- 
land 1500 miles from Manila. There 
was a marked contrast between tbe 
taking of Guam, 
by the 
United 


States in 1898 at the time of the 
Spanish-American war, and its oc- 
cupation by the 
Spaniards 
more 


than 300 years ago. Gunfire that 
was mistaken for a salute and 
;equent formalities were the 
pre- 


face to thirty years of 
American 


control of the 
island. Nearly 175 


years of strife between soldiers and 
natives and the constant' concilia- 
tory endeavors 
of the 
padres an- 


tedated the beginnings of a Span- 
ish colonial government. 


There has been a certain simil- 


arity between the administration1 of 
public affairs by both nations. From 
the early part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury on, Spanish governors 
-pro- 


moted the establishment of a legal 
cod.e, the 
building of roads, 
and 


the generation of a self-supporting 
people. Likewise each of the United 
States naval officers who has acted; 


^ governor has striven to improve 


the health, wealUr. and happiness of 
the Chamorros. However, 
govern- 


ment is of a 
more 
sophisticated 


type to-day. -Interior roads are un- 
der construction, even-,a high school 
has been started, and a program 
for Hood relief has been inaugurat- 
ed. 


It has been proved on this island 


that people are stimulated to indus- 
try be reward as well as by neces- 
sity. The natives could be provided 
with the food' they llker by very 
little efTort, for many 
kinds 
of 


fruits and vegetables "grow 
there 


without cultivation. However, the 
desire for 
possession 
of 
phono- 


graphs, 
automobiles, 
motorcycles, 


sewing machines, and American fur- 
niture 
clothes, and 
musical 
in- 


struments inspires them to 
work 


hard enough to be able to purchase 
these things. 


Most of- the Chamorros own land 


\\liich th'.-y work 
themselves 
or 


rent to the few improvident ones 
while running little shops in the vil- 
lages or doing clerical work. They 
still proceed more or less on the the- 
ory that a man must be butcher, 
bnkcr, and candlestlckmakcr. and do 
not divide up the work to be done. 
For instance a-silversmith, 
clever 


and ."killed, 
will le.ivc 
his task, 


perhaps in the middle of filling an 
order, to KO out to his ranch to take 
care of his crops. Go out to his 
ranch Is said advisedly, because a 
custom wlii'-h is the 
heritage 
ot 


Spanish rule is for everyone to live 


in villages and walk from two to 
six miles to till his soil. 


Under the old regime, the natives 


were required to do this in order to 
facilitate church 
attendance 
and 


tax collection. Until the Chamorros 
take up a back-to-the-farm move- 
ment 
they 
will never be agri- 


culturally prosperous, for this sys- 
tem is too costly in time and effort. 
NATIVES LIKE AMERICAN GOV- 


ERNMENT 


Apparently these people approve 


of American government, for they 
have wholesome respect for law and 
authority. The most coveted work is 
-that of native clerks and minor of- 
ficials of the government. If a so- 
ciety in which almost everyone is a 
property owner and a worker can 
be sail to have an elite, these work- 
ers of the white color class compose 
it. In such a democratic society the 
line can be drawn only between the 
the people who live from day to day 
and those who plan for the morrow. 


Importing about six 
times 
as 


much as they export, it is appar- 
ent that although they hav become 
under American managemen' suf- 
ficiently prosperous to be able to 
buy they have not yet built up a 
surplus which enables them to sell. 


Though still calling 
themselves 


Chamorros, a word meaning noble, 
actually there are few if any pure- 
blooded natives left in Guam. As 
their manners and dress indicate, 
they are an amalgamated ^acp de- 
scending from the Spanish. .Mexi- 
can, and Philippine soldiers and the 
Chamorro women. Originally they 
were 
probably —Malays, 
judging 


from some of the words in their lan- 
guage, their language, their brown- 
ish skin, well-formed features, and 
straight black hajr. Their speech al- 
so reveals Spanish influence and 
during the last thirty years is tak- 
ing on English characteristics. • 


The garb of these people is us- 


ually the same, differing only 
In 


quality of material. The men wear 
white shirts which hang like coats 
over loose trousers. 
The 
women 


wear trailing skirts which can be 
tucked up to work in the fields, and 
waists with stiff Mousing sleeves. 


Guam is a compact littlo island of 


about 225 square miles, more than 
5000 miles from San Francisco. It 
is the southernmost of the 
Mar- 


ianas Islands which appear to drip, 
spilled over eastward 
from 
the 


Philippines. They were first called 
the Ladroncs or Robber Islands by 
Spanish explorers, because of un- 
fortunate experiences there. All o) 
the group of twenty-seven arc of 
volcanic oricin.
